The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although 
Merten et al. disclose the use of stearic acid, said compound does not meet the criteria 
set forth in claim 1 for a milling fluid as also argued by Applicants. Therefore, the prior 
art does not teach or suggest a process for producing a metal flake pigment 
composition comprising mechanical milling of metal powder in a milling fluid in the 
substantial absence of water and hydrocarbon solvents, wherein the milling fluid is both 
solvent and water miscible, selected from ethers, ketonic species, heteratom-containing 
compounds and lower mono and dialkyl ethers, esters and mixed ether esters of mono-, 
di-, and tri- ethylene and propylene glycols.
